Aii idealize that higher federa1 taxes are an 
unavoidable necessity to pay the hu«p costs 
of successfully prosecuting the war. All-out 
war, total war costs money. The price will 
be billions of dollars and those billions of 
dollars must come from the poc kets of the 
American people. 
At this time, there is cons idem hie agita­ 
tion for heavy increases in Social Security 
taxes as a means of helping finance defense. 
In the opinion of many an economist and 
I ai bl ic official, that would be extrem ely dan­ 
gerous. As Senator Va nd en burg said, “The 
proposal to raid Social Security payroll taxes 
for the benefit of the genera] Treasury is 
unsound, unwise and a potential breach of 
trust. 
It would be an unethical departure 
from sound practice. When we leave sound 
fiscal ground in this emergency, we are off 
into the ‘no-man’s land’ of disaster." 
The wise course would tie the imposition 
of straight war and defense taxes which in­ 
volve no subterfuge and no deception. The 
Social Security taxes were never designed to 
produce revenue for all purposes. They are, 
instead, special taxes, levied against em ­ 
ployer and employe, to give a measure of 
u n em p lo y m en t aid and old-age security to 
workers. In other words, they are a form 
of insurance. 
The American people are fully aware of 
the ne»nj for higher taxes. 
But they don’t 
want camouflaged levies. Congress’ duty now 
is two-fold 
first, the maximum possible ic- 
duction in non-defense sanding in all fields, 
no matter whose toes are stepped on; second. 
a war tax bill which will raise directly and 
without deception the additional revenue the 
Treasury must have. A sound fiscal policy 
is as much a part of war as great armies and 
navies.

FIRE’S DESTRUCTION MOUNTS 
Here Is a set of figures which is a disgrace 
to the United States. During the month of 
December, the national 
fire loss totaled 
$31.361/XX)—$7,439,000 more than the No­ 
vember figure. During all of 1941, the total 
fire loss was $322,357,000, as compared with 
less than $306,500,000 
in the preceding 
twelve months. And these figures cover only 
direct loss. They do not cov er indirect loss— 
loss of busings, loss of employment, loss of 
taxes, etc.—which runs into countless mil­ 
lions more. 
It would be a grave mistake to think of 
fire only in terms of the money values de­ 
stroyed That is serious, certainly, in normal 
time*. when there is an abundance of labor 
and supplies and time. In these war times, 
the m oney destruction of fire is dwarfed to 
insignificance by other aspects. Fire makes 
ash and rubble of essential materials— mate­ 
rials which in many cases are dangerously 
scarce. 
Fire takes the labor of men and 
women—labor w hich should be used for pro­ 
ductive military’ purpose*- 
f ile drains the 
nation, consumes human energies, and wastes 
irreplaceable time. 
Every person in this country can do some- 
thing to help prevent fire. And everyone 
must, if it is to be licked Every setback of 
fire is a battle won in the great production 
war which underlies the military war. Every 
pound of material saved, every hour of labor 
conserved, is of essential service to the na­ 
tion. War will leave little enough for civilian 
consumption as it is. We simply can’t afford 
destructive fire.

The m onth of February brings us the ob­ 
servance of the anniversary- r*f the two out­ 
standing American patriots ami statesm en, 
tjeorge W ashington and Abraham Lincoln. 
'This year the observance of these two occa­ 
sions is fraught with unusual significance. 
Once mote, as in the days when these two 
great Americans were at the heyday of their 
• areerv, the nation is threatened by extrem e 
lerii. To recount the situations which were 
existent during the activities of Washington 
and Lincoln as leaders of the nation, the 
sacrifices necessary and their trium phant 
achievement of national safety ami unity is 
not necessary here. Every schoolboy knows 
the story of the Fattier of his country and of 
the Great Emancipator. 
The perils of the* days of W ashington and 
Lincoln have now- become a m atter of his­ 
tory, a series of incidents in which every 
American takes pride. We are now chiefly 
concerned with the dangers of this present 
day and the sacrifices necessary to overcome 
them. 
In taking a pc, spelt ive view of the ta sk ' 
which fie fief ore u* and the many things 
which must be accomplished if our American 
liberties and our constitutional government, 
to say nothing of the American way of fife, 
are to be preserved for our children and our 
children’s children, we may take heart, on 
these two patriotic February anniversaries. 
by com paring the situation in the time of 
W ashington, and of Lincoln with that of to­ 
day.
